semore, withdivers Priviledges, and encou-
ragementstoall thofe that {hould aduenture
with his Lord(hip in the plantingof that C6n-
trey : the beneficand honour of fuch anac&ion
was readily apprehended by divers Gentlemen,
of good birth and qualitie,who thereupon re-
folued toaduenturec their perfons, and a good
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part of their fortunes with his Lordthip, in the
purfuite of {o noble and (in all likelthood )
foaduantagious ancnterprize. His Lordihip
was at firft refolued to goe in perfon; bur the
more important reafons perfivading bis ftayat
home, hee appointed iiis brother , Mr, Leonard
Caluert to goe Governour in his ftead, wirh
whom he joyned in Commffion, Mr. Ierome
Hawley,and Mr, Thomas Cornwall s(twoworthy
and able Gentlemen.) Thefe with the other
Gentlemen aduenturers, and their feruants, to
the number of neere 2c0. people, imbarked
théfelues for the voyage,in the good fhip called
the Arke,of 300. tunne & upward, which was

attended by his Lordthips Pinnace, called the
‘Dove,of about so. tunne.  And {0 on Friday,.
the 22, 0f Nevember, 1633. a- fmall gale. of

winde comming gently from the Noreh-
west ,they weighed from the Comes inthe /e
of wight , about ten in the morning; And
baving ftayed by the way Twenty dayes at
the Barbads's, and Fourreene dayes at Saint
Chriftophers (upon fome neceflary cocafions)
they arrived at Point Comfort inVirginis,onthe
foure & twentyeth of February following. They
had Letters from his Majefty, in favor of them,

to the Governour of Firginia, in obedience

whereunto, he ufed them with much courrefie

and humanitie. At thistime, one Caprainé -
¢ leybornz(oge of the Councel of Pirginia)com-

in preparation of defence by reafon of a rumor

him, his men fhould hunt for him, and hee
would divide all with him. '

From hence the Governor went to Pafthatoway,”

about 20.leagues higher where he found many
Indians aflembled, and heere he met with one
. Captaine Henry Fleese an Englifb-man, who had
_ lived many yeeres among the Indians, and by
- that meanes fpake the Countrey langnage very

well, and was much efteemed of by the natives.

- Him ous Governour fent a fhore to invite the
werewance to a parley, who thereupon came
with him aboard privatly, where he was courte-
oufly entertained , and after fome parley being

“demanded by the Governour, whether hee -

would be content that he ard his people fhould
fet downe in his Countrey,, in cafe he thould
finda place conuenient for him, his anfwere
was,Cthat he would not bid him goe meither wonld
Shee bid him [bay, but that be might ufe bis owne
“difcretion. - . A ' R
While this werowance wasaboard, many of
his pcople came to the water fide , fearing that
he might be furprifed , whereupon the #ere-
wanre commanded two Indians that came with
him,to goe on fhore, to quit them of this feare,
but they anfivered, they feared they wou'd kill.

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them ; The werewasce therefore fhewed hime

felfe upon the decke, and told thembeewas in

fafety, wherewith they were fatisfed.
Whileft the Governour was abread, the
scighbouring ¢ndians, wherethe fhip lay , be-
. gan to caft off feare, and to come to their

- -on Saint Clements 1le, partly to defend their
- warge,which was brought in pieces out of Eng-

{und, and thers made up ; and partly to defend
theirmen which were isiployed in felling of
erees, and cleaving pales for a Palizado, and at
1att they ventured to come aboard the {hip.

- The Governout finding it ot fic, for many
steafons; to feate himfelfe as yet fo high in the
River, refolued to-returne backe againe, and to
take amoreexa® view of the lower parts, and
. foleavingthe Ship & Pinnacts there,/he tooke
his Barge( as moft fir to fearch the Creckes,
and fmall rivers ) and was condued by Cap-
taine Fleere ( who knew well the Countrey )to
a River on the North-fide of Patomeck rivet,
within 4. or §.leagues from the mouth thereof,
which they called Saint Georges River. They
went up this river about 3. Leagues, and an-
chored at the Towne of Yoacemaco : from
whence the Zndiansof chac part of the Coun-
‘trey, are called the Yoacomacoes :

‘At theit comming tothis place, the Go-
vernourwenton fhoare, and treated fr’icndl¥'1
o B wit
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with the werowance there, and acquainted him
with the intent of his comming thitker, to
which hee made little anfwere (as it is their
manner, to any new or {uddaine queftion ) but
entcrtained himjand his company that night in
his houfe, and gave him his owne bed tolic on
(which is amate layd onboords ) and the next
day,went to (hew him the country.and that day
being fpentin viewing the places aboue that
towne , and the frefh waters,which there are ve-
ry plentifull, and excelleat good ( but the
ma:ne rivers are {alt) the Goverror determined
to make thé firft Colony there, 2nd {0 gave or-
der forthe Ship and Pinnaces to come thither.

. Tomake his entry peaccable and fafe, hee
thought fit to prefent the werewance and the
wifoes of the Townewith fome Englifb Cloth,
(fuch as is ufed in trade with the Indians ) Ax-
es, Howes, and Knives, which they accepted
very kindly, and freely gave confent that hee
and his company (hould dwell in one part of
their Towne , and refcrued the other. for them-

felues: and thofe Indisns that dwelt in that
part of the Towne , which was allotted for the
Englifh, freely left them their houfes,and fome

~ corne that they had begun to plant : Iewas alfo

agreed betweenthem,thatat the end of harueft
they (hould leave thewhole towne; which they
did accordingly : And they made mutuall pro-
mifes to eachother, to live friendly and peace-
ably rogether, and 1f any injury {hould happen
to be done en 2ay part, that {atisfa&tion fhould
be made for thefame; and thus upon the 27,
day of March, Anne Domini, 1634. the Go-
vernour tooke pofleflion of the place, and na-
med the Towne Saint Acaries. -
Therewas anoccafion that much facilita-:
ted their treaty with thefe Zndians , which was
this : The Safyuchanocks (awarlike people that
inhabite betweene Chefopeack bay, and Dela-
ware bay ) did vlually make warres, and incur-
ficns upon the neighbouring ‘Indians, pirtly:
for fuperierity , ‘partly for to get their Wo-
men, and what other purchafe they could meet
with, which thefe Z#déans of Tocomace fearing,
had the yeere before ourarivall there, made a
refolutien, for their {afety | to remiove thenis
felues higher into the Countrey where irwas
more populous,-and mahy of them were gone
thithérbeforc e Eaglifl dreived, - %+
Three dayes afer theifeoniiiring t0 Toasma--
so the Arke withthe two Pinaces arived th’;r;;

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The Indians much wondred to fee fuch thips,
and at the thundering of the Qrdnance when
theycamectoan Anchor. - -
- The next day'they began toprepare for theis
boufes, and firft of alla Court of Guard, and a
Store-houfe; in the meane time they lay a-
bord the fhip : They had not beene these many:
dayes before Sir fohn Heruie the: governor of
¥irginea came thither tovifit them; Alfo-fome
Indian werowances , and many other Indians
fiom feverall rarts came to feethem, amongf¥
others. the werowance of Patuxent.came tovifie
the Governour, and being brought inta the
great Cabin of the fhip, was,placed betweene
the Govcrnourof Firgirea, and the-Governour
of Aary-land; and a PsusnersIndian-that came
with him, comming into :he Cabin, and find.
ing the weromance thus firting, betweene the
two Gover:. :urs,flarted backe, fearing the wean
rowance was {urprifed., and was.ready o have
leapvoverboard , and could not be perfivaded
to.come-into-the Cabin, untill.the wersmane
¢ame himfelfe unta him; for he remembred.
how the faid werowance had formerly beene tas
ken prifonoer by the Englifb of Virginia, .
Afierthey had- finifhed the ftore-houfe, and
unladed the thip, the Governous thought fi te
bring the Colours o thoze, which were atten-
ded by all the Gentlemen, and theroftof the
forvants inarmes; who. received: the 'Colagr;
: Wit
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with avolley of (hot, whichwas anfwered by
the Ordnance from the {hips; At this Cere-
miony were prefent;the werowances of Pasuxent,
and Yeacomaco, with many other Indians ; and
the weromance of Patuxent hereupon. tooke oc-
cafion to advile the Indians of Yescamacotobe
carefull to kecpe the league that they had
madewith the Exglifb. He ftayed with them
diversdayes, and ufed many Indian Comple-
ments, and at his.dcparture bee faid tothe Go-
vernour.. I loue the Exglifb fowell, that if
¢+ they fhould goe abouttokill me,if 1 bad.but

¢ fo much breath as tofpeake ; I would com-

“ mand the people, not torevenge my death.
« for I know they would not doe fucl_i); thing:
“cxcept itwgre through mine owne defaufy; -
Theybreught thither with.them fome fiore
of IndianCerne, from the Barbadd's, which aa
their fisft arivall theybegan tavfe (thinking
fit torreferve their En%{iﬁa provificn.of Meale
and Qatemeale) and' the Indianwomen. fkeing:
their fervants to bee unacquainted with the
manner ofdreffiag it.would make bread there~
ef for them . and teach- them how rodoethe
like : They found alfo the countrey well ftored.
with Cerne (which they bought with truck,
fiich.as there is-defired , the Natiues having ma.
knowledge of theufe of money.) whereof they
fold them fuch plenty, as that they. fent 1000.
bufhells of it to-New:Englind,to provide them,
_ B3 fome
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fome falt-fith , and other commodities which
they wanted. :

During the time that the Zzdians tai'd by the
Englith at Yeacomaco, they wéntdayly to hune
with them for Deere and Turkies,wherof fome
they gaue them for Prefents, and the meaner
fort would fell them to them,for knives,beades
and the like : Alfo of Fifh,thenatives brought
them great ftore, and in all things dealt very
friendly with them ; their women and children
came very frcqucntlz amongft themwhich was
acertaine figne of their confidence of them, it
being found by experience, that they neverac-
tempt any illwhere thewomenare, ormaybe
indanger.

* Their comming thus to (cate upon an Indi-
an Towne, where they found ground cleered
to their hands, gave them opportunity (al-
r2ough they came late in the yeere) to plane
fome Corne,and to make them gardens, which
they fowed with Englifh fceds of all forts, and
they profpered exceeding well. They alfo
made what hafte they could to finifh their
houfes 5 but before they could accomplifh alk
thefc things,one Captaine Cleyborne (who had
adefite toappropriate the trade of thofe parts
unto himfelfe)began to caft out wordsamongft
the Indidns , faying, That thofe of ZTvacomace
were Spaniards and his cnemies; and by this
meanes endeavoured toalienate the mindes I?F

the
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the Natives from them, fo that they did not re-
ceive them fo friendly as formerly they had
done. This caufed themto lay afide all other
workes,and to finifh their Fortwhich they did
within the fpace of one moneth ; where they
mounted fome Ordnanceand furnifhed it with
fome murtherers, and fuch other meanes of de-
fence as they thoughe Rt for their fafeties :
which being done, they proceeded with their
Houfts and finithed them, with convenient ac-
commodations belonging thereto: And al-
cthough they had thus put themfelves in {afery,
yet they ceafed not to procure to put thefe jea-
loufics out of the Natives minds, by treating
and vﬁng them inthe moft courteous manner
they couid,and at Jaft prevailed therein,and fet-
led a very firme peace and friendfhip with
them. They procured from #irginia, Hogges,
Poultrey,and fome Cowes, and {ome male cat-
tell,which hathgiven them a foundation for
breed and inereafc 5 and whofo defires it, may
furnith himfelfe with ftore of Cattell from
thence,but the hogges and Poultrey are already
increafed in' Maryland to a great ftocke,fuffici-
ent to ferve the Co'onie very plentifully. They
have alfo fctup a Water-mill for the grinding
of Cormne,adjoyning tothe Towne.

- Thuswithin the fpace of fixe' moneths, was
laid the foundation of the Colonie in Aary-

fand ; and whofoever intends now to goe thi-
' ther
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ther, {hall finde the way fo troden, that hee
may proceed with much more eafe and confi-
dencethen thefe firft adventarers could, who
wereignorant both of Place, People, and all
thingselfe, and could expe& to find nothing
but what nature produced : befides, they could
not in reafon but thinke,the Natives would op-
pofe them ; whercas now the Countrey is dif-
covered, and friendfhipwith the Natives is af-
fured, houfesbuilt, and many ‘other actoms-
modations,as Cattell, Hogges, Poultry, Fruits

and the like brought thither from Englond,

¥irginesa, and other places, which are viefall, -

both for profit and Pleafure’: and withoutboa. .

Countrey in generall, that

who fo lookes that way, may beforehand know
fomething thereof. It is {eated betweene the
degrees of 38 and 40 of North-Latitude, Zir-
giniz bounds it on the South, New-England on
the North,and the Ocean on the Eaft, but the
Wefterne parts are not yet difcovered.

The temper of the Ayre is very good, and a-
grees well with the Englith, as appeared at
their firft comming thither , when they had no
houfes to fhelter them, and their people were

-t C enforced
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enforced, not onely to labour in the day, but te;
watch in their turnesat night, yet had their
bealths exceeding well : In Summer its hot as
in Spaine, and in Winter there is froft and
{now,but it {eldome lafts long ; this laft Win-
ter was the coldeft that had beene knowne in
many yeercs : but the yeere before, there was
fcarce any figne of Winter, onely that the
leaves fell from the trees, inall other things it
appeared to be Summer; and yet the laft Win-
ter, both their Catcell and Hoggs kept them-
felves in the woods, without any fodder, oro-
ther helpe,and the Hoggs thrived fo well, that
fome of them were killed out of the woods for
Porke and Bacon , which was excellent good
andfat, L

The Windes there ate variable; from the
South comes Heat, Gufis,and Thunder; from
the North,or North-weft,cold-weather,and in

{he ordinary entrance by Sea into this

2@ His Countrey affords naturally,
\ many excellent things for Phy-
o licke and Surgery , the perfett
2°) (g2 ulc of which, the Englifb can-
el B not yet learne from the Na-

tives: They have a roote which
is an excellent preferuative againft Poyfon,
called by the Englib, the Snakeroste. Other

. herbesand rootes they have, wherewith they

cure all manner of woundes ; al{o Saxsfrus,
Gummes,and Balfum.- An Indian {eeing one of
the Erglifb, much troubled with the tooth-ake,
fetched of the roote of a tree ,and gave the par-
ty fome of 1t to hold in his mouth ; and it caied
the paine prefently, “They have other rootes fit
for dyes, wherewith they make colours to paint
themf{elues.

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The Timber of thefe parts is very good, and
inaboundance,i: - {efull for building of hou-
fcs,and (1 ippes 5 . ..owhite Oake is good for
Pipe-ftaves,the rec Oake for wainefcot, There
isalfo W' aut,Cedar,Pine, & Cipreffe, Chef-
nut, Elme. Afhe,and Popler, allwhich are for
Building, and Husbandry.

Inthe Spring, there are feverall foits of herbes,
as Corn-fallet, Violets, Sorrell, Purflaine , all

which are very good and wholfome, and by the
Englifb, ufed for {z** -ts, and inbroth.

Inthe upper pa::: of the Countrey, there
are Bufeloes,Elkes,Lions, Beares,VWolues,and
Deare there are great ftore, in all places that
are not too much frequented , as al{o Beavers,
Foxes, Otters, and many other forts of Beafls.

Of Birds, there is the Eagle, Gothawke,
Falcon, Lanner, Sparrow- hawke, and Merlin,

alfo

o -
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alfowild Turkeys in great aboundance ,where-
of many weigh 50. pounds,and upwards;and of
Partridge plenty : There are likewife fundry
forts of Birds which fing,whereof fome are red,
fome blew,others blacke and yellow, fome like
cur Black-birds, others like Thruthes , but not
ofthe fame kind , with many more, forwhich
wec know no names. ‘ .

In Winter there is great plenty of Swannes,
Crares, Geefe, Herons, Ducke, Teale,\Widge-
o, Brants , and Pidgeons , with other forts,
whereof there are none in Exgland.

The Sea, the Bayes of Chefopeack ,and Dela-
rare, and generally all the Rivers, doe abeund
with Fifh of fevesall {ortsfor many of them we
have no Exgfifb names : Thete are VVhales,
Sturgeons uery large and good , and in great a-
boundanee; Grampufes, Porpufes, Mullets,
Ttouts, Soules, Place,Mackerell,Perch,Crabs,
Oyfters, Cockles , and Mufsles ; Butabov: all
thefe, the fith that have no Englifh names , are
the beft except the Sturgeons: Thete isalfoa
fith like the Thormebacke in England, = ":ich
hath a taile a yard long, wherein are ©= .:pe
prickles, withwhich if it firikea man, it will
put him to much paine and torment, but it is .
very good meate: alfo the Tode-fifh , which
will fwell till it be ready to burft, if it be taken
out of thewater,

The Mineralls have not yet beene much
fearched
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fearched after, yet there is difcovered Iron
Oare;and Earth fitt to make Allum,Terra lem-
#ia, and a red {oile like Bolearmonicke, with
{undry other forts of Mineralls,which wee have
not yet beene able to make any tryall of,

The ioile generally is very rich, like that
which is about Cheefireeke neere London , where
it isworth 20.1hillings an Acre yeerely to Til-
lage in the Common-fields, and in very many
places, you fhall have two foote of blacke rich
mould, wherein you fhall fcarce find a flone, it
is like a fifted Garden-mould , and is fo rich,
that if it be not firft planted with /#dian corne,
Tobacco,Hempe, or fome fuch thing that may
take off the ranknefli: chereof , it will not be fit
for any Englifb graine; and under that , there is
found good loame ,whereoi wee have made as
good bricke as any in Exglend ; there is zreat
ftore of Marifh ground alfo, that with good
husbandry, will make as rick Medow ,as any in
the world : There is ftorc of Marle, both blue,
and white, and in many places , excellent clay
for pots, and tyles ;and to conclude , there is
nothing that can be reafonably expeéted in 2
place lying in the Iatitude which this doth,but
you thall either find it here to grow naturally:

Omene,it's like our Furmety , and is very (avory
and wholefome ;- it will Maultand make good
Beere ; "Alf6 the Natives have afortof Pul,
which we call Peafeand Beanés, thatare very
good. This Corne yeclds a great increafe, fo
doth the Peafe and Beanes : One man mayin a
feafon,well plant {o much aswill yeeld a hun-
dred bufhells-of this Come 288 buthells of
Beanesand Pesfe, and yetattend a crp of Te-
bacco : which according to the goodneffe of the
ground may be mare or leffe, %ut is o-dinarily
accompted betweene 8oo and 1000 ponnd
weight, _ o R
- They have made tryall of Engli(h Peafe, and
they grow very well, alfo AMusk-mellons, water-
meflans, Cow-cumbers , with all forts ‘o garden
Rootsand Herbes,as Carrots,Parfenips, Turnips,
Cabbages R1difo. with many more ; and in pir-
ginia they have fowed Englith wheate and Bar-
ley,and it yeelds twife as much increafe as in
Erglazd ; andalthough there be not many that
doe apply themfelves to plant Gardens and

- Orchards, yet thofe that doe it,find much pr&)-
. t

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fit and pleafure thereby: They have Peares, Ap-
ples,and feverall forts of Plummes, Peaches 1a
abundance,and as good as thofe of /z4ly; fo are
the Mellons and Pumpions: Apricocks, Figgs
and Pomegranates profper exceedingly ; they
haue lately planted Orange and Limon trees
which thrive very wel: and in fine,there is fcarce
any fruit that growes in England,France, Spaine,
or Itadybut hath been tryed there, and profpers
well. You may there al{o have Hemp and Flax,
Pitch and Tarre, with little labour ; it'sapt for
Rapéfeed;and Annis-feed, Woad, Madder, Saff.
ron, &c. There may be had,Silke-wormes,the
Countrey being ftored with Mulberries : and
<22 fuperflaity of wood will produce Potathes.
And for winc ,. thete is nodoubtbut it will
be made theére in plenty, for the ground doth
nawirally bring foorth Vines, in fuchaboun-
dance, that they are as frequent there, as Bram-
. blesdre here, 7ron may be made there wich little
charge ; Brave fhips may be builtjwithout re-
quiring any materialls from other parts : Clab-
board, ‘Wainfcott, Pipeftaves and Mafts for
thips the woods will afford plentifully. In fine,
Butter and Cheefe,Porke and Bacon, to tranfport
to other countrys will be no {mall commeodity,
which by induftry may be quickly had there in
great plenty, &c. And if there were no other
ftaple commodities to be hoped for,bur Sitke
ang Linnen(the materialls of which,apparantly
will grow there) it were {0 ucient toenrich the

By Captaine Smith*  and many other Relati-
ons you may be infc .ed, . thar the People are
WVar-licke, and bave done much harme to the
Englifb ; and thereby are made very terrible.
Others {ay that they are a bafe and cowardly
People, and to be contemned: and it is thought
by fomewho would be efteemed Statefmen,
that the only point of pollicic that the Englifb
can ufe, is, todeftroy the Indians , or to drive
them out of the Countrey,withoutwhich, it is
not te be hoped that they can be fecure. The
truth is, ifthey beinjured, they may welf be
fearcd, they being People that have able bo-
dies, and generally, taller, and bigger limbed
then the Emglifb,and want not courage; but the-
oddes -~ce have of them in our weapons, Keepes:

~ them ia awe, otherwife they would not flie

from the Englifb ,as they have done in the time
of Warreswith thofe of yirginia, and eut of
that refpe&, a fmall number of "our meft being:
armed,will aducnrure upon a great troope of
theirs,and for noother reafon , for they are re-
folute and {ubtile encugh: But from bence to
conclude, that therecan bre no fafety to live
with them , is avery greaterrour. Experience
hath taughg¥s, that by kind and faire ufage,the
Nagjegrehot onely become peaceable, but

—*al(d}ii [Ty ,and have upen all occafions per-
" formédas many friendly Offices to the Englifb

I Marylaxd, and New-England , as any neigh-
3 bour
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beur or friend ufes to doein the moft Civill

arts of Chriftendome : Therefore any wife
manwill hold it a far more juft and reafonable
way to treat the People of the Countrey well,
thereby to induce them to civility,and to teach
them the ufe of husbandry ::d Mechanick
trades, whereof they are capaolc, which may
intimebe very ufefull to the Englifh ; and the
Planters to keepe themfelues ftrong,and united
in Tewnes,at leaft for a competent number,and
then noe man can reafonably doubt, either (ur-
prife; orany other ill dealing from them.

But to proceede, hee that fees them, may
know how men lived while{t the world was un-
der the Law of Nature, and as by nature, {0 a-
mongft them,, all men are free, but yet fubje&
to command for the publike defence. *Their
Government is Monarchicall, lie that governes
in chiefe,is called the werowance, and is affifted
b+ fomethat confult with him of the common:
affair:s, whe are called wifees : They have no
Lawes, but the Law of Nature and difcretion,
by which all things are ruled, onely Cuftome
hath introduced a law for the Succeffion of the
Government, which is this ; when aweromance
dieth. his eldeft fonne fucceeds, and after him
the fecond, and fo the reft, cach for their: lies,
and when all the fonnes are dead , then the fons
of the weromanses eldeftedaughter fhall fue-
ceede, and {0 if he have more daughters; for

they
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they hold,that the iffue of the daughters hath
more of his blood in them than the iffue of his
fonnes. Thewifses are chofen ar the pleafure
ctthe werowance , yet commonly they are cho-
ienof the fame family, if they be of yeeres ca-
pable: The yong men generally beare a very
grear refpe& totheelder. ~ o

Tiicy have alfo Cockoresfes that are their
Captains in timé'of war,towhom they are very
obedient ; But the weromance himfelfe plants
Corne, makes his owne Bow and Arrowes,his
Canoo, his Mantle, Shooes, and what ever clfe
belongs unto him , as any other commoa Indi-
an; and commonly the Commanders are the
beft and moft ingenious and d&ive in all thofe
things which are in efteeme amongft them.
Thewomen ferve their husbands , make'their
bread, drefle their meate , fuch as.they Killin
buntirg, or ger by fithing ; aod. ifithéy. have
more wives then one,as fome of thém have (bat
that is not generall) then the beft beloved wife
performes all the oifices of the houfe, and they
tak:: great content therein, The.womentalfo
( beiide the houfhold bufineffe ) ufe to make
Matrs which ferve to cover their houfesand for
béds ; alfo they makebaskers, fome ot Rufhes,
athers of Silke-grafle.which are very handfom.
